reach for people,’”’ said board 
member> Dan Wolford. “I think 
we're missing the boat in com- 
paring BAC to state four-year 
schools.” Many schools charge 
much more for tuition, he said. 

Larry Reinneck, the only 
board member who steadfastly 
supported an increase through- 
out Saturday’s debate, ques- 
tioned how the college could 
keep providing quality education 
without rajsing revenues. 

“You can’t k robbing and 
robbing (from the budget) and 
expect to keep putting a quality 
product out there,”’ he said.

She 
instead favored spending some 
of the fund balance for recruit- 
ment in hopes of increasing 
enrollment. 

Dintelmann, who has support- 
ed tuition increases in the past,
